IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that General Order 266 be amended by adding:

“3. Each bankruptcy judge of the Central District of California is specially
designated to conduct jury trials in core and non-core bankruptcy proceedings in cases
commenced on or after October 22, 1994, upon the written consent of all parties to the
action.

a) If the parties consent to a jury trial before a bankruptcy judge, they are
deemed to have also consented to:

(i) the application of all statutes of the United States or the Federal Rules of—

Civil Procedure that govern district court jury trials until such time Federal Rules are
modified to cover jury trials in the bankruptcy court,

(i) the entry of a final order by the bankruptcy judge in a non-core

proceeding.

b) Jury trials in bankruptcy court shall be subject to the jury plan in effect for

the Central District."
